THE “CO-OPERATIVE POOL.” 
EXTRAORDINARY ALLEGATIONS. 

At the London Bankruptcy Court on 
Wednesday the first moeting of creditors 
was held under the failure of J. H. Field and 
Co., the “ Co-operative Pool," who absconded 
in September with nearly £60,000, entrusted 
to them by people all over the country for in- 
vestment in the pool.
